Thus the Amer- 
icans have no way of reloading their heavy 
ordnance, as black or brown powder cannot 
be used effectively. 

Then, the States which were counted on 
f furnish the men for the war find them- 
selves Handicapped by threatened Indian 
uprisings. The regular army has been with- 
drawn, and the savages have already taken 
to the warpath. In the States of Ohio, III. 
nois, and Iowa the citizens have already 
been called out to protect their Western 
frontiers from the raids of the wild men. 

In the District of Columbia the militia 
guard has ref to serve. The guard was 
ordered out by the President. and when it 
discovered that it was to go into camp and 
drill for war purposes it disobeyed its officers 
and returned to Phe city.
